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SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 

CITATION AND NOTTFICATTON OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) (AW A), as 
described below. MPI neither admits nor denies the alleged violations. 


Date of Violation: January 13, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.33(b)(3) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care. Program must 
include daily observations of the animals and a method of frequent communication with the 
veterinary staff. 

A nonhuman primate had 75% hair loss and although the condition was 
documented, the animal care staff did not report the condition to the veterinary staff. 

Date of Violation: April 21, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.38(f)(1) Handling of animals shall be done as expeditiously and carefully as 
possible in a manner that does not cause trauma, overheating, excessive stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

You failed to handle a nonhuman primate as carefully as possible in a manner that 
did not cause physical harm or unnecessary discomfort. The nonhuman primate was 
found to have a musculoskeletal injury after it was handled, and was subsequently 
euthanized. 

Date of Violation: June 17, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.38(f)(1) Handling of animals shall be done as expeditiously and carefully as 
possible in a manner that does not cause trauma, overheating, excessive stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

You failed to handle a pig as carefully as possible in a manner that did not 
cause physical harm or unnecessary discomfort. The pig was found to have a 
musculoskeletal injury after it was handled, and was subsequently euthanized. 
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Date of Violation: July 28, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.38(f)(1) Handling of animals shall be done as expeditiously and carefully as 
possible in a manner that does not cause trauma, overheating, excessive stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

You failed to handle a dog as carefully as possible in a manner that did not cause 
physical harm or unnecessary discomfort. The dog was found to have a 
musculoskeletal injury after it was handled, and was subsequently euthanized. 


Date of Violation: April 10, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.6(a)(2)(ii) Primary enclosures must be constructed and maintained so that they 
protect the dogs and cats from injury. 

Inspectors observed two dogs extending their heads through openings in their 
enclosures. 

Date of Violation: April 10, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.80(a)(2)(ii) Primary enclosures must be constructed and maintained so that they 
protect the nonhuman primate from injury. 

Inspectors observed a nonhuman primate that had gotten its left forelimb caught in one 
of the openings on the bottom grate of its enclosure. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $6,911. 
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
